EYES.

Glancing at tlu- lar^jo stuck of oxclianges on our tabli* wo arc 
forced to oondudo that college journalism* is popular, on this side 
of tlio .\llaiitu-. at li'ast. This factor of tli.- modern Tnivorsity simmih 
to mt't't ivith the hearty approbation of all the great authorities on 
systems of eduent'iou. Many and important are the advantages 
students iiiav .l.'iivc liy supporting,' a eoU.'jre paper or iiuisraziiie. 
yoiue one has said, "iJooks well used are the he.st of thiu^.s, abused 
amonpr the -worst." Text-books are to be studied with care, but at 
tlie same time th<' >,tiident i.s not to heeonie enslaved to llieiii. Know- 
ledge is a great blessing, but fully to enjoy its pleasures and ad- 
vantages the student must be able to conceive occasionally an orig- 
inal thoii!;ht, otiierwise ho beeonies a hook-worm. C'on.staiit aetiv- 
ity on the part of the mind begets originality. The every-ilay rou- 
tine of college life is apt, to a certain extent, to render the mind 
passive. Tiio stmlent listens to a liieid lecture or explanation and 
understands it with little exertion. Meeting a difficulty in his les- 
son he pmhalily skips over it and looks to his professor for its solu- 
tion. In all this the learner's mind is passive rather than active, 
and by such training he may become a man of vast erudition, but. 
until he learns to think and judge for himself, he will not be a truly 
educated man. 

This conviction, it would seem, induced educators to introduce 
and firml.v establish in the university the colletrc paper. To \)vn- 
duce a readable article reipiires a great deal of lalxir on the part of 
the unpracticed writer. The full strength of his intellect is brought 
to bear on his eoiiiposition. lie uses to the best advantage possible 
all the knowledge he possesses, and tliis knowledge he now makes 
entirely his own: his imagination and all his faculties are wide 
awake. This is perhaps the best training to which one could subject 
liis mind, but, o£ course, it alwa>'s presuppcses much intelligent class 
work. 

Not only does the proiluutioii of an article develop tiie slri'iigth 
of the intellect, but it also gives the writer a command of diction. 
Bacon tells ns that reading "makes a full man, conference a ready 
jiian aud writing an exact man." Writing does even more, it is the 
first step towards mastering the difficult art of expressing oneself 
jiroperly before the public. On addressing au audience, whatever 
other oratorical qualities one may possess, if his diction be not ele- 
gant he cannot expect to captivate and hold the attention of his 
hearers. Ileneo spring the necessity for all of us devotini? special 
attention to writing, since on this continent clergyman, physician, 
lawyer, in short, every man of learning is often called upon to de< 
liver his opinion in public, regarding this or that topic without any 
previous preparation. 

In preparing a contribution for the college paper the student 
is fulfilliufr two of the chief objects of classical training; he is 
learning to think correctly and express himself properly. Such be- 
ing the case, the college paper stands next to the lecture room hi 
IraportAnee. Some institutions place them on the same footing and 
exempt the editors of the University paper from several hours of 
lectures each week; and this, we think, is not going a step too far. 

Writing being so necessary to success in after-life, why do not 
a greater number of students avail themselves of the splendid op- 
portunity afforded by modem institutions to acquire this art I Many 
doubt their ability, but they should remember that no success is to 
be had without repeated efforts. Even if one does fail the first 
time, why be discouraged? The work done is not lost. Demosthenes 
was not successful in his early attempts.

Judgment is also required 
in cutting the plants, and this operation '» consigned to the best and most 
judicious hands employed in the culture. Each person so employed being 
provided with a strong shatp knife, proceeds along the respective rows of 
plants, and selects only such plants as appear fully ripe, leaving the rest 
a short time longer. After being cut, a half dozen leaves arc spikea on a slick 
set in the earth so that the leaves will wilt This reauires from 4 to 5 hours 
during favorable weather and then the crop is hauled to tht drying bam. 
Particular care is exercised in handling the leaves not to damage or bruise 
them in any way.

Deal With Hughes and ;$cott Cases To-day 

AVIuii tlio Athletics" I "ominittfc of t'orporalion meets at the University Club at 1.30 this af- 
toruooii, it will deal witli the Hughes ease aud tiie St;ott case, both of which have been the cause 
of considerable comment recently. W. P. Ilughes, Law '18, Js under suspension, and has been re- 
ported to thr I'oiiiiiiittee for playing with an outside hockey team after being expressly forbidden to 
do so by llie Athletic Association, while George fc'eott, Sei. '17, is under suspension and has been re- 
ported to the Athletics' Committee of Corporation for skiing, with ao' outside club without permis- 
sion, and for entering a meet under the colours of McGill without any such action being recognized 
by the Athletic Association. 

The Committee will take action under the following resolution regardhig the penalizing of stu- 
dents takinjî part in outside athletics without permission; — 

"(1) Outside Athletics shall be interpreted to mean those athletics over whieli the Athletic As- 
sociation of the University or the Canadian Iiitercollegiate Athletic Union do not have control. 

(2) During the session and including the Chiistraas holidays, all teams and individual students 
desiring to participate in outside athletics, nnist first obtain sanction from the Athletic Association, 
such sanction to be approved by tiie Athletic Couimittee of Corporation. 

(3 Students who particii)atc in outside athletics without having received a sanction, may be 
suspended from the University by tiie Athletics' Committee of Corporation, if the consent of the 
Principal has been given, until Corporuliou shall mt^et to deal with the matter." •

"Taurine"— ia Diioovery of Grad- 
uate of University of Cali- 
fornia. 



Dr. Jl. Takioco, a JapuncËC b'rudu- 
ile student in the Unlverslty of Cali- 
fornia," says the Dally Californian, 
"has discovered what medical au- 
thorities consider the most promlsini; 
conlribulion to the control of tuber- 
culosis that has come to light in 
years. Hi.s tests upon animals, veri- 
fied by members of the palholosy de- 
partment, indicate that 'tauiine,' the 
substance discovered by Di-. Tukiucu, 
is an absolute and immédiate cure for 
tuberculosis in animals. Test.s are 
now being made which will determine 
its ' effect upon human beings suffer- 
ing from tlie disease, 

'Dr. Takioco entered the L' niversity 
medical sciiool three years ago. Af- 
ter a year spent in the study of medi- 
cine ho observed the fact tliat in hut 
few and obscure cases had tubercu- 
losis ever been found to affect the liver 
of human beings. From this fact, he 
argued that there must be something 
In tlio liver that prevented its infec- 
tion by the disease. He at once abun- 
donod the study of medicine and com- 
menced the search for this substance, 
in this work lie usod rabbltH ami 
guinea pigs. After a search which ex- 
tended over the greater part of a year 
he isolated a substance wlilcli lie 
called 'taurine.' This woik wa.s de- 
layed because of the great dlfficuUy 
in obtaining sufficient material for 
hl» tests. 

"Having Isolated the substance, the 
next step was to obtain the taiiiine' 
In sufficient ciuantlty to demonstrate 
its- curative effects upon tuberculosis. 
Bio-chemists have found that many of 
the substances 'which occur in scant 
amounts in the digestive tracts of 
animals are found in great abundance 
in the muscles of molluscs. 'Witli this 
as a clow, Takioco >found that •tau- 
rine* could' be obtained in quantities 
sufficient for tests upon tubercular 
animals from muscles in abalones. 

Having secured a supply - of the 
fluid, lip commenced experiments to 
determine, its effect upon Infected ani- 
mals. Ho inoculated guinea pigs with 
the disease. When they had been In- 
fected for some time he commenced 
his tests with 'taurine.' lie found 
that the animals wero not only com- 
pletely cured, but that the tissues of 
the animals showed no trace of tu- 
bercular lesions. 

"When Dr. Gay, of the patholoify 
department returned from his eastern 
trip a few in(mths ago, Dr, Takioco 
Informed him for the first time of the 
discovery. To prove his contentions, 
Takioco again went through the tests 
upon the animals. Since then Dr. 
Clay has devoted most of his time to 
the verification of the results of the 
the tests had demonstrated that tau- 
members of the medical department 
last week. Dr. Gay slated that as yet 
the tests had demonstrated that tau- 
rine, applied to animals, was an ab- 
(Continued en Page 3.)
